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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed June 13, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments appear to be on the following grounds: 

1 . The scope of claim 2 as written is not indefinite. 

2. Nippe et al. does not teach press-forming. 

The arguments are not persuasive for the following reason: 

1 . The examiner notes that applicant's arguments regarding the intended scope of claim 
2, specifically "some of the cut pieces are turned 90° and some of the cut pieces maintain their 
original orientation" is helpful. However, the examiner maintains that, as written and in view of 
the original disclosure, the scope of finally rejected claim 2 is indefinite. The claim would need 
to be amended to clarify the intended scope. It is pointed out that the scope of claim 2 as 
argued appears to distinguish over the Nippe et al. reference. However, such an amendment to 
claim 2 would require further search. 

2. The final step of the process disclosed by Nippe et al. is the application of an armor 
coating such that the structure is "held together". The spot welding temperature is intrinsically 
above the curing temperature of the resin (col. 7, lines 59-62). The examiner notes that 
although the claims are interpreted in view of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not imported into the claims. As such, press-forming, as currently presented, is not limited 
to placing the aligned product pieces into a mold, molding the aligned product pieces into a 
separator shape and removing the molded separator from the mold.
